PARIS, April C.—The meeting between 


King Edward and President Loubet to- 
day arouses absorbing interest owing to 
the extreme tension over Morocco. The 
king will arrive i'.t Calais nt 1:45 p. m. 
nnd take a special train for Paris, arriv- 
ing here nt 0:40 p. m. The two rulers 
will converse for about two hours. Des- 
pite official reserve on the subject, the 
public and press hail the meeting ns hav- 
ing capital importance in 
connection 


with Germany's attitude toward Mor- 
occo and it is popularly interpreted as 
Franco's reply to Germany's action. 


The Merlin" reports that Germany con-

SHERIFFS OF STATE AROUSED 


•Will Flcht measure Tnklnc Away from 


Them Sonrco or Fevennr, ^ 


MADISON, April 6.—The sheriffs of 


the state are up in arms over the pass- 
age by the senate of a bill thnt pro- 
vTdes'for the taking of insane patients 
to the various asylums by attendants of 
these institutions instead of by the sher- 
iffs of the county .where the defective re- 
sides. The .bill"provides, that where a 
person is adjudged, insane the court shall 
at once notify the superintendent of the 
hospital where the ipsnne person is to 
be -sent requesting nn .employe or em- 
ployes of the institution to transfer such 
patient. The expenses of such transfer 
shall be paid out of the current expense 
fund and then charged to the county. 
The bill attracted no attention in the 
senate, it being introduced by the com- 
mittee on .charitable and penal institu- 
tions, and wns sent over to the nsscm- 
bly some two weeks ago. It is under- 
stood that it will be on the assembly 
calendar 
tomorrow

demic of Meningitis. 


NEW YORK, April 5.—Circulars to the 


number of 5,000 have been ordered by 
,hc health department to be served on all 
ihysicianR and institutions in Now York, 
ordering reports made of every case of 
cercbro spiual mcningitiK. This must be 
done by the doctors and hospital author-; 
ties under the. penalty prescribed in the; 
sanitary code and murks a drastic step 
iy the" health board 111 combatting thc 
disease which has caused 708 deaths in 
Greater Now 'York, since January 1. 
Under thc new policy each case will be 
disinfected and if nccd_ be isolated. 


At the hosuitals many new cases are 


being received and at every institution 
that takes this elnss of patients there are 
:rom one to twenty-one sufferers. 
As 


jeforc, the majority of those sick arc 
children. 


Although little progress has been made 


by the commission of medical men which 
has for some days been investigating the 
disease, many answers from prominent 
hospital physicians and 
specialists 
nil 


over thc world have been received in re- 
sponse to thc list of questions sent out. 
As yet no one has been able to revenl 
the "identity of the meningitis germ. 


VARIATION IN THE GERM. 


Two facts which thc investigators con- 


sider of importance have, however, come 
to light. It has been found by laboratory 
experiments that there is a variation be- 
tween the type of the so-called germs in 
this epidemic nnd the hitherto supposed 
norma'l type of jnfeningitis- germs. 


The second discovery-IB-that all the or- 


dinary animals used in laboratory work 
tire immune to the meningitis germs. Gui- 
nea pigs »nd rabbitfi for instance, show 
no bad effects when'thbj': "'re' iriptiilatcd. 
This in true of inany; ojher animals,:and 
the commission1 is at loss hs<to:hw nn 
anti-toxin can be procured. , Thus far, the 
mlv animals which Jiavc been successful- 
ly inoculated are mice which arc too

ance of-the invitation of Secretary Ha} 
iiad been received directing the ambassa 
dor "To convey t'o the emperor the pres 
ident's profound .appreciation of his gen 
erous initiative and powerful corporation 
in thc matter of Chinese neutrality." 


PLEASED -THE KAISER. 


The official paraphrase of Mr. Tower', 


reply dated Feb. 17, reads: 


"Mr. Tower reports that he conveyet 


to the emperor thc profound apprecia 
tion of the picsident of his initiative 
and co-operation in the matter of Chi 
ncse neutrality and that the 
empcro' 


was exceedingly gratified and expressed 
most 
friendly sentiments

It is significant that in the acknowl 


edgment of the acceptance by the otho 
powers of the program suggested by Sec 
retary Hay in his note of February 8 
only in the case of Germany did th 
president send a. personal message of ap 
preciation to the sovereign.

system left in operation. Various bills 
were brought in and it was plain enough 
that there existed no serious intention to 
apply the entire primary principle, that 
of direct nominations, with 
the state 


press as a rule not inclined to endorse 
this, saying as has the Minneapolis Tri- 
bune, that the direct nomination for of- 
fice in the primaries themselves were no 
necessary part of the law. 


But all the bilk have been practically 


laid aside, and the serious effort of the 
spoils politicians to control the conven- 
tions by means ot restricting the people 
to three delegates defeated. The conven- 
tion system is yet left nnd tho object of 
those, who wish n primary law to operate 
with equity 10 all and preserve the right* 
of the people to their conventions, will, 
as tho Tribune says, be accomplished by 
providing that delegates to conventions 
must be chosen in the state primaries, 
with some other in.-.Uers connected with 
the principle bo luft for riper delibera- 
tions and fuller agreement. 


It is desirable, most necessary declares 


this paper referred to, "that the pri- 
mary (,'lfctions for nomination of candi- 
dates for state officers shall be as care- 
fully safeguarded against corruption and 
manipulation by the state as, the fall clec- 
tioni themselves." The idea, is that by 
the state primaries the people may select 
delegates to their conventions under the 
primary process, and these delegates be- 
ing chosen by respective political parties 
will represent their parties in conven- 
tions by nominating candidates and mak- 
ing platforms. These delegates would of 
course be absolutely uninstructed, and in 
this feature, a very life breathing vent 
for the people. Then politics would bo 
purified indeed, and 
with conventions 


composed of uninstructed delegates, ma- 
chine politics would be destroyed root 
and branch. 


Then tne Minneapolis paper continues, 


ai..i by the way it is tin ardent advocate 
of the primary principle but opposed tak- 
ing away the choice of the people and 
their conventions, saying: 


"This is the essence of a state primary 


law. The direct nomination of candidates 
for office in the primaries themselves is 
no necessary part of it. iSoinc state pri- 
mary laws contain this; some do not. 
Sonic state primary laws have it for 
part of the offices and not for the other 
part. 
We have completely safeguarded 


state primaries, which can choose dele- 
"atcs to state nnd county conventions, 
as well as nominate candidates for city 
and county offices. 


"If the legislature would once recog- 


nize this fact, we think it would be easier 
for it to come to agreement. To many 
members of the legislature, as well as to 
many other persons, a primary law has 
come to mean a direct nomination law. 
Xow there is far more difference of opin- 
ion among public men ns to the wisdom 
of direct nomination than there is upon 
the state primary principle. 
Very few 


men are bold enough to admit disappro- 
val of the idea of making the primary- 
elections a full and free expression of the 
will of the people by shielding them from 
corruption and manipulation through the 
nower of the state. 


"If the legislature could be confronted 


with this clean nr?d simple proposition, 


Givo these accused men a chance. What 
is being sought is to terminate every sort 
of illegal rebate in a manner that shall, 
not imperil other citizens.

The people by a vote of 70S yesterday 


decided that they wanted better streets. 


To be sure the question of street im- 


provement was not submitted, but the 
vote u-ainst, the park may be taken in 
it* entirety as a vote for better streets. 


It was of little use to tell the voters 


that n, vote for the park, and the carry- 
ing of the park question would not have 
any inllucncc in retarding the work of 
street improvements, the voters were in- 
tent on defeating the question for the 
sake of giving force to their demand for 
better streets. 


The deplorable condition of the si reels 


at this season of the year only spurred 
the people on to enforce their demands, 
and it is interesting to note that in the 
sections of the city where the streets 
nre worse than-in other parts the vote 
against the park was the heaviest. 


This is noticeable in tlie vote in the 


fourth ward, the Tenth ward, the Sev- 
enth ward, nnd in fact as one looks over 
the list it will be seen that where streets 
are in the best condition there is the 
heaviest vote for the park, unless we ex- 
cept, the Eighth nnd Eleventh wards in 
which the proposed park lies. 


BOND ISSUE THE SOLUTION. 


Several of the aldermen were talking 


over the mutter of improving the streets 
in an informal gathering the other day 
ut the city hall, and the very slow work 
done on street improvements Was re- 
ferred to. At tho nresont rnte it wil 
take 25 years to put the city in any- 
thing like decent shape, and by that tinu 
it is likely the limits will have been ox 
tended. There arc parts of the city like 
the Fourth ward, tlie Third ward and the 
old Sixth ward that have paid taxes for 
fifty years without receiving a dollar's 
worth' of improvements, while newer sec 
lions of the city arc being paved nn 
graded. 


One Of the aldermen slated that i 


was his belief that the propel' way t. 
handle the street question was to issii 
bonds lo the extent of $200,000 to $'250 
000, the whole sum to be equitably divit 
ed in macadamizing and paving streets 
tho main streets to be paved and the 
cross streets lo be macadamized. As it 
is now we-are to pave State street with 
asphalt, and Villa, street with brick, but 
with the streets leading to these filled 
with mud the question arises, how can 
the paved streets be kept in shape with 
every vehicle tracking 
mud from the 


cross streets onto the pavement. H was 
this alderman's opinion that an elabor- 
ate 
scheme 
of street improvements 


should be undertaken, that would cost 
the city pcrlmps 
.$2.W,000 and require 


possibly two years to complete, but at 
the rail of that lime tho people would 
have their money's worth in decent thor- 
oughfares, and would not'be ashamed tc 
show the city to visiting friends. 


Tl is evidently the wish of tin; taxpay- 


ers that this be done, nnd as the stat- 
utes do nol require the submission to 
tho voters of a question of bonding the 
city for paving it is to be hoped that the
